These books are cheap and inferior reproduc- 
tions of early editions of Webster which have 


long been superseded by modern improvements. | 


There remains undoubtedly some permanent 
value in these now ancient books. 
be clearly understood that both in a mechanical 
and a literary sense these cheap reprints are es- 
sentially inferior to the ‘‘Webster” of to-day, 
that they are from thirty to sixty years behind 


the times, and that they cannot be depended on | 


as a standard authority.
